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FOR THEIR OWN SAFETY 
T he type of highw ay accident m ost in th e news now is not the 
one in which a pedestrian is the victim —though a fearful n u m b er of 
pedestrians are killed from week to w eek—but th e one in which m otorists 
are wiped out or m angled. 
E ach w eek-end considerable space in th e news colum ns is devoted 
to accounts of persons .smashed up in head-on collisions, or in encounters 
w ith roadside trees, or railroad trains, or in tum bles over hill an d m o u n ­ 
ta in sides. 
H undreds of people have died in such ways since the first of J a n ­ 
uary an d thousands haye been h urt, largely because somebody else was open th e door and m eet Life 
reckless, crim inally careless or drunk. 
T h e biggest single trouble is excessive speed, especially at night. 
W hen will m otorists wake up to the fact th a t they m ust obey 
traffic regulations an d the rule of reason a n d be satisfied with few er 
miles per hour for their own sakcs, to save their own lives? 


RAILROADS REDUCING ECONOMIC WASTE 
W hen a railroad pays claims for freight lost or dam aged, no one 
gains and everyone loses. 
It is pure economic waste. 
Thus, the problem 
of reducing loss due to these causes doesn’t affect ju st railroads and 
shippers. 
It affects the whole public—everyone who uses a train for 
any purpose. 
In 1920. railroad paym ents for loss and dam age to freight totaled 
nearly $120.000.000. 
Last year paym ents were about $20.000,000, 
This 
re m a rk ab le reduction is the result of years of study, research and work 
by both the rails and shippers. 
To ca rry th e cam paign against waste still fu rth e r, it is now pro- 
pored :o declare open season on the causes of loss and dam age. 
All 
shipm ents arriving d am aged are to be exam ined carefully for evidence of 
th e cause, and a detailed report m ade to shipper or carrier, whichever 
is th o u g h t responsible. 
P ark in g m aterials, m ethods of packing, over­ 
loading of cartons, im proper labeling of destructible goods, quality of 
w rap p in g —su ch m a tte rs as these will be carefully studied w ith a view 
to a tta in in g ‘ perfect shipping’’- shipping w ithout any loss or dam age. 
T his is an o th e r exam ple of th e m any th a t can be cited, of how 
railroads and shippers a re working together for greater economy n ad 
efficiency in tran sp o rta tio n . 
Every business in the country reaps the 
benefits, as does every traveler and user of railroad service—economic 
w aste is inevitably reflected in the c a t of any service.

A similar situation 
obtains in the case of Federal Elec­ 
tric plants, of which T V A is so far 
the most conspicuous example. T V A 
pays no Federal taxes, it is forced 
by law to pay certain sums to two 
states in lieu of taxes. 
These sums 
are so small, that if T V A were taxed 
on the same basis as the private 
utilities in the region, it would have 
to pay to the states about 200 times 
as much as it actually pays! 
This dangerous situation is made 
worse by the fact that when a gov­ 
ernment operation, 
such as 
T V A 
; takes over property formely private- 
j ly owned, the state is deprived of 
revenue, at the expense of all its I 
taxpayers. 
It is certainly obvious that there 
can be no fair electric rate “ yard­ 
sticks’ and no reasonable competi­ 
tion. until publicly owned utilities 
are forced to pay taxes on the same 
basis as private utilities, 
if public 
ownership advocates are sincere in 
their 
professed 
belief 
that 
their 
plants can serve the public cheaply 
and efficiently, when all costs are 
considered, they will welcome a fair 
test and offer no objections to tax­ 
ation of governmental enterprises in 
the business field.

learn th a t no ban h~s yet been 
placed on the use of the amber fog 
lights on automobiles. 
Inspection stations were given in­ 
structions to abide by those issued 
for former inspections. 
Fog lights, 
however, may not be higher than 
42 inches from the ground.

also illegal to use the amber light 
while driving on the highway at j 
night, without the use of the other 
headlights.

Carl Ezzo Of Mahoningtown 
Absolved In Death Of 
Robert A. Sample 


INQUEST IS HELD 
TUESDAY NIGHT 


ELL WOOD CITY, May 5.—Carl 
Ezzo of Mahoningtown was absolv­ 
ed of any blame in the death of 
Robert A. Sample of Newport, by a 
coroner’s jury in an inquest held 
Tuesday night at the office of Ju s­ 
tice of the Peace J. E. VanGorder, 
by County Coroner Orville Potter. 
The verdict of the jury read— 
"We the coroner’s jury find that 
Robert A. Sample, 56. died at the 
Ell wood City Hospital 12:05 a. m., 
April 23, 1937 from injuries receiv­ 
ed \riien struck by car driven by 
Carl Ezzo of Mahoningtown. Pa., 
about 10 p. m.. April 22. 1937 on 
Route 18 near Newport, Pa. From 
the evidence presented, we the jury 
find the accident unavoidable, and 
absolve the driver of any blame.” 
The jury was composed of E. B. 
Yahn. Fred D. Poistor. M. J. Cable. 
| James E. Smith, G. W. Funkhouser 
and Fred Robuck. 
Dr. C. M. Iseman of this city who 
attended the accident victim at the 
Ellwood City Hospital, was the first 
witness called. Dr. Iseman testified 
j th at the m an ’s skull was fractured 
in 
two 
places, 
a 
right. 
leg 
and left arm broken as well as the 
shoulder 
blade. 
Sample was a d ­ 
mitted at 10:15 p. in., and died at 
j 12:05 a. m. 
Mr. and Mrs. James B. Cameron ! 
and Robert Johnson of Rochester, 
Pa., were in a car driven by the 
former and going in the opposite 
direction at the time of the acci­ 
dent. All agreed th a t their car and 
the one driven by Mr. Ezzo were 
traveling about 25 or 30 miles per 
hour at the time of the accident. 
The Cameron car was going in thp 
direction of New Castle on Route 
18 near Newport about 10 p. m. 
The man was first seen about 50 
feet ahead, three or four feet off 
the edge of the highway on the 
txrm. As the car approached them, 
traveling in the opposite direction 
Jo Ellwood City, both dropped the 
low beams of their lights. After 
seeing the pedestrian the Cameron 
ear had slowed. T h e man seemed to 
be turning at the time of the acci­ 
dent. None saw the impact as the 
car was between 
them 
and 
the 
point of contact. 
A crash of glass was heard and 
Cameron stopped his ear to in v e sti­ 
gate and render any assistance. The 
Ezzo car was found to be not far 
from the body of the man. about 30 
feet. Cameron was assisted by Ezzo 
in placing the body in the latter's 
car and then taken to the office of 
a physician in W ampum and then 
to the Ellwood Cit-v hospital. 
W h e n Ezzo took the stand his 
story was corroborated by tlx pre­ 
vious testimony. He was on his way 
to work at the local plant and had 
left Mahoningtown about 10 p m. 
Mr. Sample was not seen by him 
along the side of the road until 
after his short beam lights were on. 
The man seemed to stumble sud­ 
denly into the right side of the Ezzo < 
car. The door was dinged, handle 
and glass broken in the ear by the 
impact.
